summit talks 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (A^ — U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan has inrited leaders 
of the worid’s major industrialized nations to 
an economic summit in Williamsburg, Vir- 
ginia, in the spring, Deputy Press Sectary 
Pete Roussel axmounced Friday. No spedfic 
date has been set for the two-day summit, 
which is held annually among the United 
States, Britain, France, West Germany, Italy, 
f-anaHa and Japan. 

The last time the United States hosted an 
economic summit was 1 976, when it was held 
in Puerto Rico. 

The most recent econonuc summit was 
held in Veisailles, France, where Reagan 
pressed bard for an agreement to lestiict 
sales to the Soviet Union on crediL He won a 
partial victoiy, in that the allies agreed to 
study the issue with a view toward setting 
limits. But that victory and the harmony that 
seemed to come out of the meetings were 
sbortiived. 

The European allies clearly expected 
Reagan to relax the trade sanctions be bad 
imposed on the Soviet Union in the wake of 
the martial law crackdown in Poland. 
Instead, be toughened those sanctions shortly 
after, extending them to foreign subridiaries 
and licensees of U.S. corporations. 

U.K. ponders 
medical ethics 

LONDON, OcL 1 (AP) — Britain’s 
Medical Research Council announced 
Thursday it has drafted ethical guidelines for 
doctors engaged in the study of spare human 
embryos, an issue that has raised a storm 
among dMtors, churchmen and anti-abortion 
organizations. 

And the Roman Catholic church announ- 
ced the formation of a jomc committee of 
prelates and laymen to study just such bio- 
etfaical subjects. The counciT s announcement 
eamn four days after word that Dr. Robert 
Edwards, a test-tube baby ]»<Hieer, bad car- 
ried out studies on leftover iembiyos 
from in-vitro fertilization techniques which 
enaUe infertile women to have babies. 

A spokesman for the council, a private 
body formed by the medical profession to 
advise it on just such issues, said the 
guidelines will be put before the full coun^ 
next month for approval. The guidelines win 
only be made public then, he said. 

He said, however, that the council 
approves of such types of research as long as 
the embryo is not put back into the uterus.

BLACKPOOL, Oct. 1 (R) — Michad . 
Foot emerged Friday- with bis leadersbip of 
Britain's Labor Party eobanced and hopes of 
ousting tbe Conservative government boos- 
ted by overtures of lecondliation from the .

Tony &nn, the radical ex-peer often tip-, 
ped as a suroessor to Foot, signaled it was 
time for rapproebement' whh the party 
hierarchy by giving an unequivocal pledge of 
loyalty Tbunday at Labor's week-long 
annual conference. His pledge of alle^ance 
deUghted conference delegates, anxious to 
restore party unity and convinced that Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher will call a 
general election next year. Delegates deemed 
it essential that the British Labor movement 
put its divided bouse in order as soon as pos- 
sible. 

The rise of extremists on the left wing of 
the party was checked, iargefy due to a feddiig 
in the big trades unions that Labor must be 
made more attractive to voters and show h is 
a credible alternative to Mrs. Tbatcbei’s 
right-wing government. Tbe unions, 
weakened by curbs impend by the govern- 


ment on their powers and influence, want a 
friend back in 10 Downing StreeL tbe prime 
mioistei’s office. 

They were instrumental in tilting the Labor 
Party’s policy-making national executive so 
that it is now dominated by the right wing. 
Yet divisions persisc, and tbe potential for 
embarrassing public feuding between the left 
and tbe right remains evident. 

While tbe right now controls tbe day-to- 
day running of tbe party through the national 
executive, voting patterns m the five days of 
debate show that Labor’s rank-and-file in the 
constituencies is still dominated by tbe left. 

In 6is keynote speech. Foot signaled that 
he has begun to moderate some of his left-' 
wingviews. For example, he reaffirmedthata 
Labor government would take Britain out of 
tbe European Community, which tbe party 
decided year should be done without a 
referendum. But he also said: “ We are also 
committed to sodalism and understand our 
international commitments and obligations.” 

^ Foot also reiterated his support for nuclear 
disarmament, but signifiointly dropped the 
important qualifying word “ unilatei^.”

MOSCOW. Oct. 1 (Agencies) — Reports 
that Japan has agreed to the stationing of 50 
American F-16 fighter-bombers on its terri- 
tory from 1985 touched off a violent reaction 
here Friday. 

Tass, the official Soviet news agency, 
descrilted such a dej^ment a$ a direct 
threat to the Soviet Union and a provocation. 
Japanese press reports out of Washington 
earlier Friday said that the highly sophis- 
ticated Americro -war planes would be 
stationed at tbe U.S. base of MQsawa in 
northern Japan in one to two years. 

An agreement to this effect was announced 
in Washington Friday at. the close of talks 
between Soichiio Ito, director general of the 
Japanese National Defense Agency, and U.S. 
Defente Secretary Caspar Weinberger, the 
Japanese reports said. 

Tlie Japanese decirion to allow the 
American bomber fleet to be based “in tbe 
immediate neighborhood of the Soviet 
Union* s borders.” Tass declared, “ is of a pro- 
vocative and hostile nature with regard to the 
USSR.” The agency underlined that the U.S. 
fdanes would be capable of reaching objec- 
tives both on the Soviet Pacific coast and 
Sakhalin, tbe former Japanese-held island 
taken by tbe Soviet Union in 1945. 


The transfer of the F^l6’s to Japan also 
means, Tass continued, that tbe United 
States is leadyto assume poIiM ftinctioDs in 
the Far East with the fell agreement of 
Tokyo,” with the aim of launching”punitive 
expeditious against certain Southeast Asian 
countries.” This could only incxease tension 
in the Far East, Tass added. 

The dedaon also means that Japan will 
find itself “ in tbe frontline” in tbe event of an 
armed confrontation between the USSR and 
the U.S. Tass warned, concluding that ibi> all 
these reasons the decision was contrary to 
Japan’s national mteresL 

Sources clofe to Japan' s defense agency in 
Tokyo said that tbe transfer of the F-16s 
came in a U.S. xesponse.to the strengthening 
of the Soviet mUitary potential in the area and 
only sought to restore the balance of forces. 

The Misawa base, located in tbe north of 
Honshu Island, was'chosen not only for its 
long runways but also its proximity to tbe 
Soviet Union, these sources acknowledged. 
Since tlw withdrawal of 54 F-4 Phantoms 
from that base in 1971, they added, h has 
only been used for P-3C-cIaas surveillanee 
submarines of the U.S. Navy.

Iran army attacks 
strategic highway 


LONDQN, Oct.l (R) — Iran Friday .laun- 
ched a long-awaited offensive in tbe Gulf war 
and claimed to control a strategic Iraqi road 
only 100 kilometers from Baghdad. 

Reports from Iraq, indicated tbe Iranian 
forces had felled and were encountering stiff 
resistance and fierce fighting was continuing. 
The Iranians struck shortly after midnight in 
the central sector of the tent at tbe closest 
point between the Iranian border and the 
Iraqi capitaL Tehran radio repotted: “ With 
heavy blows on Iraqi forces and the recapture 
of strategic height^ all the obstacles on the 
way to Baghdad are now removed.” 

Western military analysts said they 
believed at least 50,000 Iranian troops were 
involved in tbe operation. The Iranian 
national news agency Ima, said tbe fighting 
centered on three heights inside Iraqi- 
occupied territory, 1 0 kilometers west of the 
Iranian border town of Sumar. 

Ima said the heights are now back in 
Iranian bands for the first time since they 
were captured by an Iraqi force at the start of 
tbe Gulf war in September 1 980. The agency 
said tbe heights dominated the Iraqi border 
town of Mandali. Tehran radio said Iranian 
forces now controlled a road running inride 
Iraqi territory from Mandali to tbe ofltown of 


Naftkhaneh. 

The radio quoted military sources as saying 
Iranian forces had achieyed-80 to 98 peicem 
of their objectives and would now proceed to 
liberate all the remainfog Iranian* territories 
in Iraqi hands. 

Anriysts said in London Iranian forces 
may be set to outflank heavy Iraqi defenses in* 
the central Gulf war front and snatch control 
of tbe road to Baghdad. 

Tbe Iraqis appear to have been expecting 
an attack about 50 kilometers feither north, 
near the main international highway. In the 
past week, Iraqi officers have been showing 
off their strong defensive positions in that 
sector to visiting Western reportezsl The 
analysts said tbaL by striking to tbe south, tbe 
Iranian force may be trying to skirt the Iraqi 
positions. 

“The Iraqis have fairly well-established 
defense-in-deptb in the central sector,. bpt 
their army can be inflexible if iifs suddeifly 
forced to shift its defense poritions,” one 
analyst said, 

\filitary analysts ioterpieted the Tehran 
reports as indicating tbe Iranians had suc- 
ceeded so far iwfy in recapturing a number of 
isolated border poris on heights overlooking 
the central Iraqi plain. 


Ouster bomb kills American) 

BEIRUT, Oct. 1 (R)— The U.S.miIitaiy 
command confirmed Friday that the blast 
which killed one of its Marmes and injured 
three otiiers at Beirut airport Thursday was 
caused by a duster bomb. 

Israel has been uring American-made 
cluster bombs of various types during fts 
operations in Lebanon but a U.S. militmy 
spokesman said h could not be immediately 
assumed that the wapon involved was of 
American origin. 

A statement from the co mmand of the 
U.S. contingent in tbe multinational l,eba- 
noa peace force said the blast occurred 
wbSe the Marines were clearing cxplorives. 

The device exploded as il was being, 
removed, killing a combat engjneer, the 
statement said. It said the weapon involved 
was a ]SS-mm “improved conventional 
mumtion.’* 

Tbe military ^kesman said tins was 
commonly known as duster bomb, though 
in fact it was an artifleiy shell whidi releases 
38 “bombet^ that may he on the ground 
and explode when disturbed. The spokes- 
man sard that a Marine who was Hmrsday 


reported seriously wounded in the Uast was 
in a stable CQndition Friday.* 

Meanwhile in Washington, the Pentagem 
said Thursday night an investigation was 
under way into tlte explosion.

JEDDAH, Oci. 1 — A 17-fold increase in 
trade betu'een Saudi Arabia and Turkey has 
been registered during last three years and 
further growth has continued during the cur- 
rent year, according ,to Turkish Embass}’ 
Cotninercial Attache Osman Oktay Elgin. 

He told AnA News that during the same 
period (1979*81 ) Turkey s trade with Islamic 
countries registered an increase of 363 per- 
cent brin^g the total trade to $5.66 biDion 
in 19S1 compared with Si. S3 billion in 1979. 
During 1980 Turkeys total trade with 
Islamic countries was $3.93 billion. 

Elgin said that such a record growth in total 
trade with Saudi Arabia was achie^’cd 
because of a tremendous increase in the trade 
both ways. Total trade between the two coun- 
tries was only S33.8 million in 1979, 
increased by 342 percent at S 1 49.4 million in 

1980 and registered a further growth of 300 
percent at 5598 million last year, recording 
an overall growth of 1,668 percent over 
1979. 

Turkish imports from Saudi Arabia in . 

1981 were almost four-fold at $410.39 mil- 
Ikm against imports wonh SI 05.83 million in 
the previous year. It was only 514.09 million 


in 1 979. Similarly, hs export to the Kingdom 
was just 519.72 mHIion in 1979. increased to 
543.56 million in 1 980 and soar^ to 51 87.43 
million last year, regisiering an o\'eiaU 
growth of 850 percent over 1979 levels, 
Elgin said efforts are being made to 
increase further cooperation between the two 
countries In various economic and cultural 
fields. The second Turkish Export Products 
Fair will be organized at the Jeddah Expo

VegetaUe souk prosperous, organized

JEDDAH. Oct. I — A pro^rous and 
organized look recently came to the veget- 
able souk here when vendors moved into 
their own covered booths which are oigan- 
ized into neat rows. Due to the impnived 
lighting and booth arrangement, it is now 
possible to easily compare produce and 
choose the best product at the lowest price. 

These changes have resulted in a more 
competitive spirit at the souk, while the prices 
of produce actuaDy seem to have dropped 
and the quality of both vegetaddes and fruit 
has improved. The vegetable souk, located at 
the very end of the street that runs bv the 
shaker center is also accessible by several 
SAFTCO buses which are.clearfy marked in 
Arabic and English 'Vegetable Souk.' 

As soon as you park anywhere near the 
souk bearers ai^noach ofCer^ to cany 
your purchases in cither a cardbo^ box. 
which they will balance aptly on their head, or 
if you have a larger load, with wheelbarrows. 
The amount of vegetables and fruit a bearer 
can cany on his head and in a cardboard box 
is somedmes remarkable. It is not uncommon 
to see them with a 25 kilo bag of potatoes. 1 2 
kilo bag of onions, a watermelon and the 
brimming- box of assorted vegetables. 

Y ou should choose a bearer on the basis of 
what he can carry and how helpful he will be 
in deal^ widi the vendors. A good bearer 
can be invaluable in bartering with vendors, 
because he knows the going pike for aiost 
vegetables, what the best qualiQr available is 


and can even point out which vendor has the 
best produce at the best price. 

You need to establish the price you intend 
togivc the bcarerwrhh him in advance and bid 
low. then if he is agood guide and you have a 
heavy load, he will be pleased when you gi\’e 
him more than initially offered. SRS'is about 
the average price for a bearer who carries the 
produce on his bead in one box. if he has to 
hire a wheelbarrow the price about doubles. 

Ccuisumers used to find a mishmash of 
wholesale dealers with fruit acx) bulk produce 
at the very front of the souk. Customers look- 
ing for produce for their home bad to wander 
tfarou^ and pick out vendors with scales who 
were willing to sdl vegetables or fruit by the 
kilogram. Produce was also previoulsy dis- 
played on low crates or tarpaufins spread 
upon the ground and the lighting was poor. 

Previously it was hard, if not impossible to 
compare tbs quality or prices of produce 
because in so doing customers were rarely 
able to return to that vendor who had the 
lowest price or best quality. 

Now. however, with broths arrang^ in 
neat rows mid produce laid out where it can 
be easily inspected, the consumer has a better 


chance to compare b^h qoahQr Mid price. 
Previously, if you did find.a nanMiah^ jcice 
it was often found that the vewknr^wpcjb a 
poorly lighted area and adieai the' 
arrived at home it was often easy w 
the quality was low. 

As with any pmrtiaK, the venklr:.«riU 
begin hb bargaining at his b^icai price, and 
the final price depends upon tbe'ikfll of his 
customer. Nornu^y. no one ever pays the 
vendor the first price he quotes. 

The booths livatcd nearest to the poking 
lot alw ays have the highest prices, due to their 
convenience for peojrie who are niore wor- 
ried about having to walk than saving's few 
riyab per item. Some vendors stiD wandS- 
around with whccibarmws or carts stacked 
high with fruit or watermelons. The asking 
price for a large watenoefon. for instance, 
would be from SR 1 0 to SR20. wfaHe the find 
purchase price could be SR5.- 

Some large families or those with nei^ 
bors who can share purchases buy their pn>- 
duce in bulk. Produce such as potatoes, whirii 
will keep unrefrigerated. can be br^t in 
bulk for about SRI per kilo. . ,.i

BEIRUT, Oct 1 (AP) — The new^per 
of the Phalangist Paity of assassinated 
President-elect Bashir Gemayel reported 
Friday that the assasrin had been arrested 
and he had linked the killing to^foteign quar- 
ters." The report by the central News Agency 
- (CNA),aaewagen^ with Strong Unks to the 
Phalangist Par^, did not identiQr the assassin 
or the '^foreign quarters." 

CNA said the assasdn testified be did the 
kflling on behalf of another man who was in 
contact with “foreign quarters." It said the 
liaison man belonged to an “ideological 
organmtioa” and was known for his rela- 
tionships with external elements and his 
“friendships with influential persons 
abroad." 

The umdentified man was^)prehended by 
the Ph alangis t security wing, which has iden- 
tified the “foreign quarters."

BadUr Gemayel was lulled by a bomb 
expiation at a P halang ist Party heLlquarters 
in Christian East Bhinif s Ashrafiyeh neigh- 
boihoodonSepL 14, nine days before he was 
to have been inaugurated. 

The report quoted the aOeged assassin as 
saying he planted a 35 kilogram bomb on the 
second floor of the headquarters on Sept. 1 2. 
A highly advanced Japanese-made detonator 
was used to spark the blast that caved in part 
of the three-story building, killing Bashir and 
more than 20 party members, the report said, 
adding a hi^ frequency detonator was 
needed to avoid interference in the operation 
by the radio wave of the nearby Phalangist 
Party radio station. 

The report said the detonator was capable 
of being used from four Idlooieters away, and 
it quoted the assassin as sa 3 ring he detonated 
the device from Ai-Nasr^, which is near 
Ashrafiyeh. The assassin led the investigators 
to a vacant lot where he discarded the deto- 
nator, the agency report said. 

The report conflicted with diplomatic 
sources who have said the detonator was a 
crude alarm clock like timing device. Both 
CNA and the diplomats, however, agreed the 
bomb was much smaller than the 300 IdSog- 
rams reported by police the day of the mur- 
der. 

Ai -Aaud said the revelations had led to the 
release of several persons arrested for ques- 
rioning after the assassination. It also 
reported that the Phalangist security organs 
had arrested three men who confessed to the 
murder two years ago of Maya Gemayel. 
Bashir’s 18-month-old d^gfater, and of 
planting a car bomb that destroyed the car of 
Phalangist parliament memter Edmund 
Rizk. 

72,000 refugees 
are homeless in 
South Lebanon 

VIENNA. Oct. 1 (R) — A spokesman for 
the '\^nna-based U.N. Relief and Works 
agency for Palestine Refugees (UNRWA) 
has said tiiat there were an estimated 72,000 
homeless refugees in South Lebanon exclud- 
ing Beirut. The number of refugees in Beinit 
was not known, he added. 

The spsokesman said fear and destruction 
have prevented all but one of the United 
Nations schools for Palestine refugees in 
South Lebanon from retailing on He 
said many families who lost relatives in the 
massacre of Palestinian refugees in West 
Beinit have refused to let their children 
attend school, fearing for their safety. 

The Caesaria school, which serves two vil- 
lages near Tyre, was the only one of 66 
UfmWA schools for some 28,000 pupils in 
Soutii Lebanon to reopen last montii after the 
summer break. Other schools were damaged 
or destroyed in the fi ghting, or been 
occupied by homeless refiige^ the spokes- 
man said. 

There was a serious water shortage in the 
Bekaa Valley in East Lebanon and UNRWA 
was ttying to bring in tankers to relieve the 
atuation, the spokesman added. 

Arafat in Sanaa 

SANAA, Oct. 1 (AFl*) — Palestine 
Liberation Organization Chmrman Yasser 
Arafat arrived here Friday^-; from Saudi 
Arabia for a visit of “several day^' to North 
Yemen, the Gulf News Agen^ reported. He 
was welcomed by North Yemeni President 
Abdullah Saieh.

More bodies are recovered 


BEIRUT, OcL 1 (AP) — Two weeks 
after the massacre of hundreds of men, 
women and children in Palestinian refugee 
camps, relief workers are still finding bodies 
buried in the nibble or in shallow graves 
outside the camps. Gvil defense workers on 
Thursday found the body of a pregnant 
woman and her unborn teby buried 100 
yards outside the Shatila camp near the 
sports stadium. 

“She was going to have the baby in 
another month or two,” said Isma Yesra 
Wehbi, who identified the body of her 
sister-in-law. “They slashed her belly with a 
knife and took the baby out." 

Mrs. Wehbi wept and shouted obscenties 
as civil defense workers carried the 
mutilated body and fetus away. “They’re 
criminals, monsters, dogs. What did these 
innocents do to deserve this?" 

Four other bodies were recovered this 
week, bringing to 338 the number of bodies 
recovered by the International Red Cross, 
civil defense and hospital workers since the 
Sept. 16-18 massacre. 

The Red Cross stopped compiling lists of 
the dead last Friday, after a mass grave was 
uneanbed outside the Shatila camp with 19 
persons, and turned over the task to civil 
defense. The Red Cross listed the dead at 
320. 

Since then, the ciril defense workers have 
uncovered six bodies. Another 12 died at 
the Makassed Hospital, where 100 woun- 
ded were treated for burns and shotguns 
injuries. Ifed Cross spokesman Jean Jao> 
jiues Kuiz said the bodies found since Fri- 


day and the dead at the hospital are not 
included in the Red Cross fist 

The Red Cross says 380 peopleare repor- 
ted missing, and civil defense spokesman 
Zqad Notoer said he believes mote bodies 
are buried beneath the rubble in the Shatila 
camp. State Prosecutor Camm^ Geagea 
says nearly 600 died. 

Notoer said relief workers would con- 
tinue razing the ruins of the' camp, where 
dozens of houses were dynamited by the 
kOIeTS. He said there are no plans for recon- 
struction. 

The Lebanese government has lannriwrf 
an investigation into the slaugbter, but has 
not yet identified who was responsible. 

Survivors blame right-wing Christian 
mih'tiamen who are alUed with feracL Israel, 
which invaded Wet Beinit the day before 
the massacre and had troops encircling the 
camps while the killings went on, admits it 
allowed Christian Pba^gists into the camp 
to flush out Palestinian commandos but 
didn’t imagine a massacre would t ake pla ce .

40 ‘killed’ in Sovlet-Afghan clash

It identified them as Abdul Hameed, general 
secretary of the Zabul Parcham Party, and 
Brig.

The 
agency said Qalat was “still very tease."

OAU panel falls to break Impasse 


ADDIS ABABA, OcL 1 (AFP) — Tan- 
zania’s President Julius Nyerere and high- 
level delegates fr‘om four other African states 
left here for home Friday after an apparentty 
unfruitful day of talks aimed at solving a 
major crisis within the Oiganization of Afri- 
can Ui^. 

The infoimal “contact group" of six Afri- 
can states wound iq> day-long talks on the 
OAlf s future without maldiig any tangible 
recommendations to the body’s otiier mem- 
bers. The oommittee was set op by the so- 
called “Group of 30” African states which 
went to Tripoli last month for an annual 
OAU summit conference that was never held 
for lack of quorum. 

Members of the commiitee had been man- 
dated to persuade OAU states absent from 
tile Ti^li session to attend a reconvened 
summit beftm the end of the year. A c^- 
munique issued by the group Thursday n^it 


said merely that the five delegati^'present 
at Thmsd^s Addis Ababa meeting would 
discuss die substance of their talks here with 
the other leaders of Africa “through appi^ 
date consultations.’’ 

The groiqi agreed to “continue coordinat- 
ing its efforts until the summit is convened in 
Tripolf ’ in line with dedsions taken at the 
1981 annual summit conference in Nairotn. 

The committee imidicitly acknowledged 
the existence oi serious problems, apparently 
acknowled^ng that boycotting nations had 
decided fo stidc to their guns, when it said it 
had “considered the obstacles stifl- confront- 
ing the enganization, and exchanged views on 
how to overcome the current impasse."

Lebanon. Syria has stolen the wind out of Israeli sails 
although the iatttfr may still refuse to withdraw until it 
has imposed its own version of a peace treaty on 
Lebanon. 

barlieron. the Israelis and the Lebanese government 
had been saying that all foreign forces must withdraw 
from the country^imultaneously according to a schedule 
to be agreed on by the parties concerned. This is prob> 
ably being drawn up now by Philip Habib, the U.S. 
envoy who had negotiated the first phase of the 
Lebanese solution which later on led to the refugee 
camp massacres when Israel and its Christian allies t^i- 
rayed everyone else. 

The Syrians sent in their army at first as pan of a 
multi-Arab force to keep the peace in Lebanon fol- 
lowing the civil war in 1^7^. At first, they struck the 
Palestinians whu had been on the ascendant in order to 
cut them to sixe. A hen the ^..hristians grew stronger on 
! account of Israeli arms aid, they too were hit. In due 
course, they became unpopular with both sides but 
somehow maintained a delicate balance between them 
which lasted rather uneasily until the Israeli invasion of 
Lebanon and occupation of parts of the capital. 

Some of the richer Arab states have been subsidizing 
the Syrians under the Arab Deterrent Force mandate 
w hich has done its job and suffered heavy losses under 
Israeli attacks. 

The Syrians have informed the U.S. government that 
it has every intention of withdrawing its forces if Israel 
will do likewise and make a firm declaration to that 
effect "guaranteed” by the U.S.. but not after the 
fashion of the guarantees given to the Palestinians to 
secure their withdrawal from Aesi Beirut. 

Such declarations will serve to strengthen confidence 
in the future of an independent Lebanon free from fore- 
ign pressures which can pursue its destiny in the light of 
its own national interests. 

But it is doubtful if Israel will really want to withdraw 
its army of occupation unless it comes under enormous 
dom'estie pressure. The U.S. has shown, through so 
much vacillation, that it is either unwilling or incapable 
of bringing adequate pressure of the kind that forces 
^srael to behave itself. ^

America has edge in N-warheads,but Soviets are more powerful

The United States has J.OUH more nuclear missile 
warheads than the Soviet Liniun. but the Soviets 
have greater megaton power and heavily outnum- 
ber Western forces in hurope. the International 
Institute for Strategic Studies ( MSS) said 1 hursday. 
The institute's I Military BaUuue reponcun- 

iradicieJ widely accepted ae'counts of U.S. weak- 
ness in strategic nuclear forces. 

But it warned that in Europe, the balance uf 
nuclear forces is still shifting against the v\ est. t ven 
including the new Poseidon and Trident systems, 
"the balance is distinctly unfavorable to NATO and 
is becoming mure so." This, it said, is mainly due to 
the deployment of the new Soviet multi-warhead 
SS-2U missiles and the failure of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization to boost its missile arsenal. 

The Linked States has b,v2li land and sea-based 
warheads against an estimated 7.nun Soviet 
warheads, the institute reported. .When bomber- 
delivered warheads are' counted, the Liniied Stales, 
with a larger long-range bomber fleet, has 
warheads against the overall Soviet total , of an 


estimated 7.3t)M. 

However, the institute noted that this edge is 
partially neutralized by the greater megatonnage uf 
all the Soviet weapons — an esiiinaied b.iuu 
megatons again.se ihc overall U.S. total of 3.7:>2. 

The S.)victs have an advantage of 2.ri?-io-i on 
missile megatunuage. reduced to l.n-tu -1 when the 
U.S. bomber-delivered systems are counted, the 
institute said. 

In a breakdown on theater nuclear forces in 
Europe, the IISS noted that if the new U.S. 
Poseidon and Trident missile systems are excluded, 
the Warsaw Pact' relies mure lieavilyonthe missile 
element uf .its theater nuclear systems than 
NATO." 

The institute listed 4.12-I Warsaw Pact lung and 
medium-range missiles in the European theater 
against l.o4.^ in NATO's arsenal, excluding 
Poseidon and Trident, which are currently arming 
U.S. submarines but are nut necessarily available 
for defense in hurope. The report said Warsaw Pact 
bombers carrying nueleur weapons are more likely 
to get thriiugh to their- tvgets ^>ian NATO's. 

"This reflects the fact that Soviet airerafi are 


generally newer than NATO's and that Warsaw 
Pact air defenses are somewhat denser" an tougher 
to penetrate, the institute said. 

h calculated that a European nuclear war. as 
many as t.ii^D Warsaw Pact warheads would pene- 
trate NATO defenses against only 27:i allied 
warheads hitting their targets. It noted, however, 
that this total would likely rise to 963 if Poseidon 
and Trident were included. 

"Nothing has yet been done to reduce substan- 
tially the vulnerability of NATO's existing nuclear 
delivery' systems or to increase their ability to pene- 
trate Pact defenses." 

This weakness is not likely to be overcome until 
the Atlantic Alliance deploys 434 long-range, 
ground-launched Lruise and lUK medium-range 
Pershing missiles in Western Europe, "a program 
unlikely to be completed before the end of the 
decade.” the repon said. 

The lISS underlined that its assessment uf the 
nuclear balance does not imply that "a nuclear war 
confined to Europe is feasible." 

"On the contrary, even a ntodest exchange of 
nuclear warhiiads in Europe would, in all prob- 


ability. escalate rapidly to the strategic nuclear 
level." But it stressed that, with a dozen wars being 
waged around the world. " international security in 
the IVKUs is less affected by nuclear competition 
than by tbe growing refinement and spread of con- 
ventional weapons.” 

In conventional forces, the institute reported, the 
numerical balance has been steadily moving in the 
Kremlin’s favor over the last two decades while 
NATO has also lost its technological edge. 

"One cannot necessarily conclude from this that 
NATO would suffer defeat in war. but one can 
conclude that there has been sufficient danger in the 
trend to require remedies.” 

The report listed total NATO ground forces as 
2,1 2b million against an estimated Warsaw Pact 
strength of i .6 6 million, including 87 1 ,(100 Soviet 
troops. But it noted that the Pact has 27.3UU main 
battle tanks, with a reserve uf iy.2ll0, against 
NATO's I7,62!i< including 3.UI.HJ U.S. tanks.-s 
The IISS stressed that infiation and economic

Municipal elections put Papandreou’s popularity to test

ATHENS — 

A year after coming to power in a landslide 
national poll. Greece's first Socialist government 
will face its first test of popularity in municipal 
elections on Sunday. Oct. 1 7. The winning slogan of 
"change" which induced 48 percent of the electo- 
rate to back Andreas Papandreou’s Pan-Hellenic 
Socialist Movement (PASOK) appears to have lost 
some of its appeal. 

Despite his undoubted charisma. Papandreou. 
62. a U.S.-trained economics professor, has yet to 
prove that his brand of socialism works and that he 
has dealt successfully with a number of major fore- 
ign and domestic issues on which he based his elec- 
toral platform. His government has failed to deni 
an annual inflation rate of about 25 percent and has 
abandoned plans for nationalizing key sectors of the 
economy and major private industries. 

Of the sweeping siTcial reforms promised, the 
Socialist government has so far only extended the 
vote to 18-year-ofd. introduced minor language 
reforms, legalized civil marriage and made adulten.’ 
no longer a criminal offense. 

Faced by an alarming increase in unemployment, 
which has surged from three percent a year ago to 
over nine percent, and a lack of investment in the 
economy, the administration has been forced to 
soften its hardline attitude toward big business. 

Meanwhile, exports have dropped by 13.6 per- 
cent to $ I billion in the January-May period this 
year compared with the previous year and the coun- 


try's foreign exchange reserves have shrunk 40 per- 
cent to $1.04 billion. 

The pixir results on the economic front are gen- 
erally blamed on the lack of administrative experi- 
ence of most of the cabinet members and on intra- 
party rivalries between Social Democrat and Marx- 
ist wings. 

The tensions within PASOK's ranks are illus- 
trated by the resignation in August of the undersec- 
retary of state for the interior. Stathis Panagoulis. a 
distinguished opponent of the former military dic- 
tatorship which ruled Greece from 1967 to 1974. 
Panagoulis accused the government of having 
abandoned important pre-election policies, particu- 
larly in foreign affairs, and of making concessions to 
big business. 

But analysts say there isalso an opposing "realis- 
tic" group w-hich urges better relations writh the 
United States and Western Europe. Economy 
Minister Gerassimos Arsenis and Fmance Minister 
Dimitries Foulnurianos. tw-o non-elected members 
Ilf the cabinet, are km^wn to favor such a line. 

Papandreou and his party came to power pledged 
to implemenr an independent foreign policy, pull 
Greece out of N ATOand the European community 
and close U.S. bases in Greece. Since then he has 
softened his stand on these issues and has said his 
government is ready to negotiate a better deal from 
the Ciimmon Market, especially for the L'ountr>'’s 
fledgling industries and its primitive agricultural 
sector. 

This represents a radical change from his previ- 
ous stand toward the European community, which 


he described as a capitalist bloc. He bad pledged to 
hold a referendum on continued membership. 
Greece ioined on Jan. I. 1981. 

On NATO, although under pressure from left- 
wingers to cany through his nationalistic foreign 
policy, he has again back-pedalled on his election 
promises, saying Greece must consider strategic 
realities and balance on power problems in deciding 
the country's defense needs. 

The prime minister has made no move to negoti- 
ate the closure of the American bases, which he had 
described as "bases of death". But he has agreed to 
hold talks this month on their future status and 
operation. Besides substantial military aid in return 
for the operation of the bases — two in Athens and 
two on Crete as well as several smaller installations 
— Papandreou wants a NATO defense commit- 
ment guaranteeing the eastern Greek border 
against outside attack. 

Some analysts see Greece's recent poor export 
performance as a consequence of the Socialist gov- 
ernment’s drive to strengthen ties with nonaligned 
countries. 

Greece is one of the world's leading shipping 
nations but at present about a quarter of the- total 
tonnage of its merchant fleet is laid up as tbe world 
recession cuts into demand. 

Nevertheless, despite the government’s difficul- 
ties. the main opposition party, the Conservative 
New Democracy, which had formed the previous 
govemmenL has not been able to mount an effec- 
tive parliamentary challenge. The opposition party 
p(7lled abi7ut 36 percent of the vote in the last elec- 


tion. but it is tarnished by a poor administrative 
record while in office. 

Tbe Moscow-aUgned Greek Communist Party 
(KKE). the country's third biggest political party. 
' has sought closer links with the Socialists but a 
recent cooperation feeler extended by the KKE's 
secretary. Gen. HarQaos Florakis. was coldly rebuf- 
fed the governmenL 

With DO impressive track record himself. Papan- 
dreou is hoping the lack of an effective poliriL'al 
opposition wrill enable PASOK to maintain its elec- 
tor^ strengtb in the municipal elections, in which 
mote than five million Greeks wall vote to choose 
town and county councils throughout the country. 
Tlus would give bis government a breathing space in 
which to- impiemeot some of its Socialist policies 
and to fulfill its pledges on domestic and interna- 
dona! issues before tte end of its term of power in 
1985. 

The New Democracy Party also hopes to increase 
its strength this month. The main battle will be in 
key towns such as Saionica. Piraeus and Patras as 
well as Athens. Traditionally the capital has been 
the best barometer of national voting swings. (R)

I'heir policies are vague and even many ieffistscon- 
sider their dreams of a purely ecological economy 
utopian. Although without a formal sinieiure or 
leadership, the movemeni claims about 2^,MUU 
members, most of them under 4M. 

A few Greens are even conservative, attracted to 
the party's srrand ofold-fashioned German rooian- 
lieism. But many more Greens arc young, often 
highly educated and deeply opposed to the 
materialism of piisiwar vVest Germanv. 

Foreign diplomats and polhiL*al sources in all 
West German parties are in little doubt that resis- 
lanee to the missiles will grow and could turn violent 
as the deployment date nears next year. Several 
unii-nuelcar demonstrations already have resulted 
in contests with police. 

Even it eonservaiiv*es were then in power, they 
might be fdieed ivi press for at least a delay in 
deployment because it. was too unpopular.

Japan uses electronics to detect quakes

TOKYO (AP) — Japan has turned to the 
wiaardry of its electronics industry to catch 
the approach of major earthquakes and quel] 
the sodal shudders that have accompanied 
damaging quakes of the past. 

The electronic devices range from wave 

measurements of quasar stars for detecting 
minute movements in the earth’s crust, to 
radio broadcasts warning of an impending 
tremor. 

Reports say this technology may save 
thousayvl* of lives when the neat big one hits 

U.S. city passes 
health ordinance

SAN BERNARDINO. California (LAT) 
— Giving local health officials the power to 
require VD testing for suspected victims, a 
contro^rdal venereal disease law was passed 
by the city council here recently that also 
allows the police to arrest and jail those who 
refuse to be tested. The ordinance was passed 
by a 4-2 vote, despite objections from 
American Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) 
representatives. 

Supporters of the law said that it was 
needed to stem what they said is an outbreak 
of herpes simplex in San Bernardino county, 
which Ues 70 miles east of Los Angeles. 
However, county department of public 
health statistics show no increase in herpes in 
San Bernardino over the last five years, said 
Alexander Taylor. San Bernardino county 
epidemiologisL 

Carol Sobel. associate director of the 
Southern California ACLU. said the law 
would aDow unconstitutional invasion of pri- 
vacy by giving health officials the authority to 
pry into people’s private activities with only 
"reasonable belief' of need for action. 

"It can (under the new law) be a crime to 
have a venereal disease." Sobel said. “And J 
really see this, in the bands of police officers, 
as a public harassment — you don't even 
need to get convicted." 

San Bernardino city anomey Ralph Prince 
said the ordinance should stand up as con- 
stitutional in court. He cited as an example a 
similar code in Denver that includes a deten- 
tion clause and was upheld in federal court J 0 
years ago.' 

The law is “a public health measure that 
fights the spread of venereal disease in the 
county," Prince said. “1 think now it can be 
successfully defended." 

Sobel. however, said the new law U 
"nothing short of chicanery, where you try to 
circumvent the laws in the name of public 
health.”

Shizuoka prefecture (state), located in the 
most vulnerable area to quakes, has esti- 
mated that tn a worst-case scenario more 
than M7.000 people would be lulled in the 
Tokai area along Japan's Pacific Ocean coast 
if a trem«.^r the size of the great Kanto earth- 
quake were to hit today. 

In that 1 923 disaster, which measured 7.9 
on the Richter scale. 140.000 people were 
killed, many in the ensuing fires that con- 
sumed con^sted areas of wood and paper 
houses. Following the quake, thousands of 
Korean residents in Tokyo were murdered 
after rumors they had poisoned well water. 

Adding to (he concern is a well-known 
theory that major earthquakes recur in 60- 
year c> cles, making the next one due in 1 983. 

Scientists have yet to master the art of pre- 
diction. but Japanese seismologists have high 
hopes for electronic systems that measure 
tiny changes in distances between hiUtops 
and beaches, or islands and continental 
shelves. They say these movements in the 
earth's crust are one of the most reliable clues 
to earthquakes. 

In a Geographical Survey Institute project, 
radio waves emitted by faraway stars c^led 
quasars are received by two earffi stations on 
different “plates." major segments of the 
earth's crust whose clashings are believed to 


cause earthquakes. A change of direction of 
the radio waves would indicate earth move- 
ment. 

The pro ject is housed in temporaxy stations 
now. but permanent stations are planned for 
the " Pacific plate" about 1 .700 km southeast 
of Tokyo at Minami Tonsfunia. and on the 
" Philippine sea plate " about 1 .1 00 km south 
of Tokyo. 

Quasar measurements are accurate down 
to millimeters, even at distances between 
points of more than 1 .0(X) km. institute offi- 
cials said. 

The institute is also experime nting uith 
laser emitting and receiving stations that 
measure relatively shoner Stances, such as 
those between mouniam peaks or in a 
carefully positioned netw-ork. 

Once signs of a major upheaval are 
detected, authorities inform local govern- 
ments. many of which have installed public 
address systems to warn residents of immi- 
nent danger. It is here that human foibles, 
and unpredictability, come into delay.

Dear Mrs. D.'FUO is in itself not a disease. It means fe\-er of 
undetermined origin. In other words, your mother's doctor doesn't 
know what's cauang the fever. In the elderW. espedally. doctors 
need to go on the diagnostic trail to find the reason. For example, F ve 
seen FUO in patients who were later diagnosed as ha\-ing psittacosis. 
Does your mother have a pet parakeet*? That might be the source of 
lung infection and fever. Other causes of FUO may be discovered to 
be trichinosis (improperly cooked pork): cat scratch fever: brucel- 
losis (by contact with excretions of infemed swine, goats, cows. Or. 
taking raw milk). 

When an eldeiiy (or young) person has persistent low grade fever 
called FUO. (he doctor must also consider TB, typhoid fever, 
hepatitis, collagen disease, malaria, sarcoidosis, endocaitiitis. cancer. 
If s evident, Mrs. D., that your mothef s doctor has quite a diagnostic 
job ahead of him.

Testimony in U.S. court 

Fallout blamed for leukemia

SALT LAKE CfTY (LAT) — Radioactive 
fallout from the U.S. atomic weapons tests in 
Nevada was "the most likely cause" of 19 
leukemra deaths aixiong children living in 
southern Utah during the 1 950s, a medical 
researcher has testified. 

In a fhe-year study of leukemia in the area 
— begun, ironically, to allay public concern 
over the fallout — Dr. Joseph Lyim Lyon said 
that notfatng else has emerged as a possible 
explanation for the severe, temporary rise in 
efafidhood leukemia deaths downwind of the 
weapons tests. 

Lyon said that, given the leukemia rates 
before and after the period of atomic testing. 
13 such deaths would have been expected 
among children who were under the age of 1 S 
between 1951 and 1958, but that, in fact, 
there were 32 deaths. 

Moreover, Lyon said, there was in areas 
closest to the Nevada test she a 71 percent 
chance that any given case of a child's 
leukemia was caused radiation ftpm faD- 
ont. 

Lyon's findings are critical to a group of 
residents in Utah, Nevada and northern 
Arizona who have sued the federal govern- 
ment, cimming that f^ut ftom the 1950s 
weapons tests caused widespread leukemia 
and cancer among those living downwind 
of the tests. 

They are espedally s^fkant because 
Lyon's is the first study of possible fallout 
h^ltb effects not controlled by the federal 
government. Ahbougb hts ba^ finding — 
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that leukemia rates jumped among children 
living in southern Utah during the tests — has 
been public for more than three yean, Lyon's 
comment was among his strongest yet linking 
the increase of fallout. 

His testimony in federal district court heru 
came during a watershed civil damage trial in 
which nearly 1.2UU residents say that the 
government negligently conducted tests and 
that the fallout caused about 300 illnesses. 

The government maintains that it was 
careful in carry ing out the tests and that the 
faDout deposited on downwind areas was not 
nearly high enough to cause the illnesses. 
But, hx testimony, Lyon repeatedly cited 
inadequacies and unknowns in the govern- 
ment's ftdlout monitoring priigrain. 

Under cross-examination, he defended his 
study, which found childhood leukemia rates 
2 ’/2 to 3 ts times normal levels while the tests 
were conducted. 

At one point. Jake Chavez, an attorney for 
the U.S. E^panment of Energy, attacked the 
study, and raised questions about Lyon's 
qualifications as an expert. That represented 
a twist for the government. Lyon received 
S6.5 million ftom the government in June to 
begin a new five-year study of the possible 
health effects from fallout among downwind 
residents. 

Prompted by a 1977 news article that 
raised the fallout specter. Lyon said be began 
studying cancer incidence in the state to put 
the issue to rest. After being"shocked" by his 
initial findings, he said, he and bis fellow 
researchers repeated their calculations and 
decided "there was something there."

BAYONNE, France, Oct. 1 (AP) — The 
leaders of a minority group within the 
ETA-PM Basque terrorist movement 
emerged from hiding Thursday to 
their decision to abandon the “armed strug- 
gle" to win the Basque country’s indepen- 
dence from Spain. 

A majority of the ETA-PM (polhicaL 
military) leadership has decided to continue - 
the gnenilla struggle in the Spanish Basque 
country an'd remains in hiding — some on the 
French ride of the border. 

Ten leaders of the minority group held a 
news conference here, for the fi^'time iden- 
tifyug themselves and appearing without 
their traditional hoods. 

Their leader, Miren Lurdes Aicorta, read a 
statement pledging to continue their struggle 
openly on the political level inside Spain's 
Basque country '‘where there are now demo- 
cratic guarantees and a certain degree of aut- 
onomy." 

"The decline in the prestige of the armed 
struggle and the feet that political violence 
can be utilised by the destabilizing forces of 
the right have deprived this violenoe of its 
political Justification,” the statement said. 

The ETA-PM political wing, Euzkadiko 
Ezkerra. negotiated the minority group's 
withdrawal from the Basque tenoiist cam- 
paign with the Spanish, jgovemmeiii.

The Associated Press, quoting dissident 
sources in Vilnhis, reported Sept. 24 that 
thousands of demonstrators marched from a 
soccer stadium into the center of foe dty on 
the previous day, singing nationalistic songs. 
The sources said politt known in the Soviet 
Union as militia, dispersed foe crowd after it 
gathered in Lenin ^uare in the city center 
and be^LO to whistle. 

According to the sources, several people 
were arrested after the demonstration, 
sources made no mention of any violence. 

The Assodated Press account stated that 


Soviet media had not mentioned any demon- 
stration. and that a woman who answered foe 
telephone at the Communist Party new's- 
paper in \71nius said she had no knowledge of 
any demonstration. The Associated Press 
said Thursday that it remained confident of 
its story. 

The statement that Voznikov read to Hurst 
during the 15-minute meeting said: "On 
Sept. 24 this year, the Associated Press 
transmined a report of the Moscow bureau 
that on Sept. 23 after a football match in 
Vilnius street disorders and a nationalistic 
demonstration allegedly took place which 
was dispersed by the militia, having arrested 
during this several persons. 

“A check has shown that this report com- 
pletely does not correspond to reality. This is 
a deliberately slanderous invention and fal- 
sification with the purpose of discrediting our 
country. 

“The press department strictly warns you 
of the inadmissibOity of such kinds of slan- 
derous publications and demands that you 
make a refutation. We caD your attention to 
the fact that dissemination of such inventions 
cannot contribute to sui^rting good rela- 
tions with the press departmenL”

70 percent of drug output 


ATHENS, Greece, Oct. 1 (AP) — Social- 
ist Premier Andreas Papandreou announced 
plans to reform Greece’s legal system and 
tr ansf orm it into “a Stronghold of democ- 
racy.” 

^pandreou said modernizmg the coun- 
tr/s legal establishment would take three 
years aS^ include new laws to update the 
penal code, improve legal education and 
boost the number of judges. 

“This government inherited an unaccept- 
ably downgraded legal system,” Papandreou 
told cabinet ministers at a televised meeting. 
“We have to create a judidaiy that is truly 
independent and sodally effective.” 

. Papandreou’s announcement came after 
two weeks of public debate over publication 
of a report by a former Supreme Court pro- 
secutor who alleged Greece's judiciary was 


corrupt and influenced by political pressures. 

Earlier this week, Gr^k lawye^ associa- 
tions cafled for a more independent judidaiy 
and demanded that Supreme Court judgn 
should no longer be appointed by the gov- 
ernment. 

The new measures made no specific men- 
tion of Supreme Court appointments but 
Papandreou promised the reforms would 
result in “a b^c guarantee of impartiality". 

He promised 400 extra judges would be 
appointed by the end of 1 983. officials would 
be allowed to take eariy retirement, and rules 
for arbitration would be revised. Hie premier 
said new courthouses would be built for 
Athens and Pizaues, the dty’s port. He also 
promised reform of the prison system with 
construction of new jail. 


Poland seeks captors’ extradition 


BANGKOK, Oct. 1 (AFP) - As the 20th 
century draws to its dose, Khun Sa the opium 
king is the only survivor of the warlords who 
used to parcel out the Far East between them. 

’There are also guerrilla, insurgent and 
separatist movements — but none of tbeir 
leaders has the methods, aspirations and cool 
in confronting established states which make 
Khun Sa a real waiload, a mini oriental 
despot. 

Khun Sa, 50, has risen to the top of the 
Southeast Asian opium business since the 
end of the 1 960s, and now controls some 70 
percent of tite drug output of the infemous 
“Golden Triangle" where the borders of 
Burma, Laos and TfaaDand meet. 

Born in Burma of a Bumese fether and 
Chinese mother, he made his entrance into 
“jungle politics” at the age of 17 when he 
fought for the Chinese Nationalist forces 
against the Communists who had established 
themselves in Peking in 1 949. 

He was not to give up armed rebeUioD after 
that except for a brief spell in 1 963 when the 
Burmese government authorized the for- 
mation of roflitias to combat the insurgents of 
the Shan tribe, one of tbe ethnic minorities in 
eastern Burma fighting for autonomy. 

However once he had built up his store of 
arms and chosen his lieutenants, Khun Sa 
threw off bis pretence of loyalty to return to 
the jungle and compete with tbe leading 
opium traffickers. 

Ittook him LOyears to reach their level and 


then take over. He seemed to turn every set- 
back to advantage. It did not take the local 
mountain tribes long to realize that Khun Sa 
was less a modern Robin Hood than a jungle 
A1 Capone. 

Id 1969 tbe Burmese Army captured him 
in an ambush, but his lieutenants kidnapped 
and threatened to kill two Soviet doctors 
unless he was freed. And Rangoon gave way 
in 1973. 

Meanwhile, tbe Burmese had captured his 
chief rival in the traffic of unrefined, semi- 
refined and refined opium. Law Hsiog-Han, 
and so Khun Sa simply stepped- into his place 
— at a time when the Golden Triangle was 
producing most of the world's oprium. 

As the world's press began to focus on the 
drug trade, Khun Sa changed his tune to that 
of a Shan nationalist Hitlterto known under 
fats Chinese name of Chang Chi-Fu, he now 
claimed descent from this ethnic group and 
protrayed himselfas supporting tbeir struggle 
for autonomy. 

He bad already in 1964 founded the so- 
called Shan United Army, in fact his own 
private array, which was to become his 
polhical warhorse. 

In August after a mere scuffle' he took over 
the Ooilang Mountains from Labu tribals, 
another authentically Nationalist Burmese 
minority group. From his new eagle's nest 
base straddling the Tbai-Burmese frontier, 
Khun Sa re-e^ablished his network for hand- 
ling the world's roost expensive planL 


WARSAW, Oct. 1 (R) — Poland for- 
mally requested tbe extradition from Switzer- 
land and West Germany of five men h said 
were involved in the siege of the Polish 
Embasty in Berne early in September. 

The official news agency PAP said Thurs- 
day tbe Foreign Ministry lodged official 
extradition motions with the Swiss and Ger- 
man embassies in Warsaw. Switzerland has 
already said it will not comply with any 
extradition request from Poland. “The mat- 
lei’s very clear — tbe procedure ends in a 
Swiss prison,” a spokesman for the Swiss Jus- 
tice Nfinistiy said in Berne on Sept. IS. 


PAP said Poland wanted to extradite from 
Switzerland Florian Kruszyk, considered the 
leader of the group which staged the three- 
day siege, Kraystof Wasilewski, Miroslaw 
Plewinski and Marek Michalski. 

The agency said Poland wanted to 
extradite from West Germany Tadeusz 
Workiewicz, who it said bad helped prepare 
the operation in Munich and had been arres- 
ted by German Police. There were no 
casualties during tbe siege, which ended 
when Swiss police stormed tite embassy buil- 
ding.

He declined to give details beyond saying 
that a substantial credit from abroad, bac- 
ked by steps to boost form and industrial 
output at borne, would help stimulate' 
exports and ease pressure on the balance of 
payments.

Although financial 
futures have become a multi-tnUion-dollar 
buriness is Chicago over the past 10 years, 
doubts have been raiscMl about London's 
chances of sticcess. pmticntorly in view of the 
muted performance of the gold futures mar- 
ket here.

Detailed figures published by the magazine 
yntakiwya Torgorlya (foreign trade) also 
showed that Poland had . reduced its own 
trade deficit witb Moscow is cutting back 
imports and slightly increasing its exports. 

The statistics showed that Soviet trade with 
the West was generally much healthier than 
in the first h^ of last year, when Soviet 
exports slumped below 1980 levels aud Mo^ 
cow chalked up a deficit of 2.6 billion roubles 
(S3.6 billion). 

But Western economic experts said the 
imbalance would still be a major worry for 
the Soviet leaders, who only two years ago 
could boast a healthy surplus over the same 
group of Western Industrialized countries, 
which includes Japan. 

U.K. plans 3.5% 
pay hike for staff 

LONDON. Oct. 1 (AFP) — The BritUh 
Ipvemment plans to raise salaries in the pub- 
lic sector, excluding nationalized industries, 
by 3.5 percent next year, the finance ministry 
announced here Friday. 

The figure, although not necesarily final, 
indicates the governmenf s target for public 
sector pay in the financial year from April 1, 
1983, to March 31,‘ 1964. Over the same 
period the government expects prices to go 
up 6 percent. 

Last year Whitehall stated hs intention to 
limit public sector p^ increases to 4.5 per- 
cent during the current financi^ year. In fact, 
the increase: ended ‘up at between six and 
eight percent. Salaries in all sectors went up 
an overall rune percent. 

Caracas discounts

CARACAS, Oct. 1 (R) — President Luis 
Herrera Campins said devaluation of the 
bolivar was never considered in drafting this 
weel^s economic measnres to confront Ven- 
ezuela’s deteriorating external porition. 

The transfer of oil industry and public 
ageo^ fimds to the central baiUL. which puls 
Venezuela’s foreign reserves at SI .65 billion, 
was done to detod the bolivar and Ven- 
ezuela’s bargaining porition abroad, he said. 

He added the move will not afiect normal 
operations of the oil industry, which will be 
able to draw on its fends at any time. 

Herrera also told journalists that in order 
to maintain operating flexibifliy. the state oil 
company Petroleos de Venezuela (PDVSA) 
win be allowed to keep a small dollar reserve 
abroad to meet expenses.

Gold bullion prices were little changed. 
The dollar opened lower but remained 
steady as operators kept mostly to the 
sidelines ahead of the no-confideuce vote in 
Bonn that was expected to topple the Social 
Democratic minority government of Chan- 
cellor Schmidt. 

West German traders said a defeat by a 
more conservative coalition of Liberals and 
Christian Democrats could give the 
Deutsche mark a momentary boost. 

Traders also said the market was anti- 
cipating a drop of between $1,5 billion to S2 
billion in U.S. money supply figures to be 
announced Friday. A sharp decline in the 
money supply would indicate a possible 
lowering of interest rates, making doQar 

less attractive to investors. 

The dollar began the day steady in 
Tokyo, closing at 269.00 yen, compared 
with 269.40 Thursday. The Ametiun cur- 
rency closed at 265.70 yen last Friday.

East bloc bid to beat Western curbs 


BONN, Oct. 1 (R) — East European coun- 
tries have stepped up eftorts to breach We^ 
tern embargoes on the sale of advanced tech- 
nology witb military potent, according to an 
official report published. 

Tbe annual report of Bonn’s domestic 
intefligeuce agency, the Office for the Poxiec- 
tion of the Constitution (OPC). says East 
bloc states make huge savings on research 
and development through their iUe^ 
activities. 

The report notes that Western nations and 
Japan, through the Paris-based Coordinating 
Committee for East- West Trade Poli^ 
(COCOM), have drawn up a list of materials 
which should not be sold to Communist 
states. 

But the Soviet Union and its European 
satellites ran a vast operation to outwit 
COCOM and obtain arms, nuclear technol- 
ogy and other strategically-impoTtant goods 
in the West, the report adds. 

The report says Communist agents use 
numerous method in West Germany, from 
deceiving suppliers about the true destination 
of ordered equipment to offering them 
further attractive business opportunities in 
Eastern Europe if they cooperate. 

The report relates two failed attempts by 
agents from the Soviet trade office in Col- 
ogne to obtain goods on the COCOM list last 
year. 

One agent befriended a German 
businessman at a trade fair and helped him to 
obtain lucrative export orders from the 
Soviet Union before asking him to supply 
embargoed equipment. 

Despite initial reluctance, the businessman 
ordered some of the equipment abroad 
through another company and had it 
delivered to a removal firm in anpther West 


European country, which then moved it to 
Moscow. 

The agent helped to give himseif away by 
dodging up an down side streets in an attempt 
to elude German security men, trying to lose 
himself in shopping crowds, and changing 
cars, the report says. 

“During his frequent meetings (with the 
businessman) in hotels he would scrutinize 
the othet customets, particularly those who 
came in after he entered,” It says, adding that 
the agent was later expelled from West Ger- 
many. 

The report says another Soviet agent 
aroused suspicion when he approached 
several firms requesting information about 
their research activities. 

Argentin^arranging 
$l b loan from banks 

LONDON, Oct. 1 (R) — Argentina is 
arranging $1 billion bridging loan with 
several banks to help pay debt arrears while it 
negotiates an IMF credit facility, banking 
sources said. 

The loan has been discussed in Buenos* 
Aires this week, with U.S. banks played a 
major role, they said. One U.K. banker said 
about 10 iMnks are being sought to under- 
ivrite the short-term loan although terms, 
conditions and eventual syndication are still 
being discussed. 

Payment of arrears, notably to U.K. banks, 
would help clear the way for a restructuring 
of Argentina's foreign debt, they noted. 

Lloyds Bank International, which has been 
a major leuder to Argentina, has been 
approached to take part in the loan, the sour- 
ces said, and coura emerge playing a major 
role. 


European shipbuilders seek ties with Seoul 


PARIS, -Dct.KAFP) — Western Eun>- 
peaa shipbuilding nations are seeking closer 
contacts witb South Korea to promote an 
exchange of data on trends in the sector and 
“'remove misunderstandings”, reliable 
sources said here. 

A team of bigb-level representatives of 
South Korea's fast-expanding industry is 
ezpeaed here in the near friture for talks witb 
Western European officials and experts, the 
sources added. 

The meeting, involving top executives of 
leading South Korean shipyards, is Ukely to 
take place prior to the next meeting of a 
workiog party on shipbuildn^ of the 
24-nation Oiganization for Esonomic Goop- 
eratioD and Development (OECD), 
scheduled for Nov. 15-16. 

Western European industry sources said 
they hope it win lead to regular contacts whb 
South Itorea. They said it was important for 
the world’s leading shipbuflders to analyze 


together the prospects of the industiy and the 
problems it is likely to fooe over the remain- 
der of the current decade. 

Latest figures released Thursday by the 
1 4-nation-committee, which comprises 
Japan and Western European shipbuilding 
nations, but not tbe United States whose 
shipbufldeis mainly work for the domestic 
market, showed that new orders recorded by 
OECD shipbuflders in tbe first half of this 
year were down by nearly one-third from 
year-earlier levels. Japanese yards were har- 
dest hh, with a year-to-year drop of 42 per- 
cent in new contracts. 

And tbe total order book of tbe 1 4 coun- 
tries as of tbe end of June showed a 7.1 per- 
cent decline over tbe past year. 

Western ei^its see little or no hope of a 
real recovery in the world shipbuilding indus- 
try before 1 987. and expea tbe next two or 
three yeais to be very bad as a resuh of tbe 


slump in world shipiting. 

Western industry leaders have voiced ooti- 
cern about the quick growth of South Korean 
capacity at a time when OECD countries 
have cut theirs by 25 percent on average in a 
matter of a few years. 

They dte the danger of excess capacity 
leading to cut-throat competition on the 
world market in coming years that could trig- 
ger protectionist reactions. 

For tbe moment, they say. Far Eastern 
yards have a dear competitive advantage in 
terms of prices. The latest example, these 
sources pmiot out, was the recent signing by 
tbe Swe^h Salen Shippiiig Group of con- 
tracts for ' six refrigerated cargo vessels firom 
two South Korean and a Japanese yard at 
about $20 mfllion apiece. Salen said 

Swedish yards had quoted a price of $55 mil- 
lion per ship, while French yards 

proposed $44 million.

Dutch soccer losing the golden glow 


AMSTERDAM. OcL 1 (R) - Dutch 
football, the envy of Europe for much of the 
1970’s. Friday faced up to a gloomy foture, 
with its best teams out of European com- 
petition, financial problems for its clubs and a 
growing rash of crowd trouble. 

The cream of Dutch soccer teams were 
ruthlessly bundled out of Europe Wednesday 
night after appearing set for success. Dutch 
champions Ajax Amsterdam, with Johan 
Cruyff at the helm, fell 2-1 at home to Glas- 
gow Celtic in the European Cup, while league 
leaders PSV Eindhoven were humbled 2-0 at 
' home by Dundee United in the UEFA Cup. 
Borh Dutch sides had drawn in the earlier 
away legs. 

To make matters worse, some Ajax fans 
rioted after the Amsterdam match, stoning 
trams containing Celtic supporters. Two 
people were injured. The so-called fans also 
left a trail of destruction last week following a 
top of the table clash between Feyenoord and 
Kerkrade when 14 arrests were made, and 
the tough, wfaite-helmeted police riot squad 
are becoming increasingly prominent at 
many .matches. At the same time, declining 
attendances and finandal problems are 
threatening to strangle Dutch soccer. 

Only Thursday the death knell was 
apparently sounded for one Second Division 
side, Amersfoon. The semi-professional club 
was given 14 days to find almost one million 
guilders ($370,000) to settle' their debts. 


PSV Eindhoven, meanwhile, believes 
Wednesday night's defeat cost them 400.000 
badly needed guilders (SI 50.00U) which they 
had been expecting to earn in the next rounil 
of the UEFA Cup. Only 8.U00 people atten- 
ded Ajax’s home 5-0 victoiy over Nijmegen 
Saturday, while barely 20,000 watched the 
Dutch international side beat Ireland 2-1 a 
week ago. 

Many reasons are put forward for Dutch 
football decline. Economic recession and fal- 
ling real incomes are blamed for the drop in 
attendances. Some fans say that a small coun- 
try like the Netherlands, with a population of 
o^y 14 million, could hardly hope to main- 
tain the success of the 197(Ts. when Ajax and 
Feyenoord won the European Champion- 
ship Cup four times between thcm.-and the 
national sqiiad reached the World Cup final 
in both 1974 and 1978. 

But others do not accept this as an excuse 
for a country which produced some of the 
best attacking football in the world. Many 
believe Dutch football has lost its spontaneity 
as it tries to live up to its past record. They say 
a flood of imported stars, many from ^n- 
dinavia. has also weakened the national 
team. 

But soccer matches can turn on small 
events and the outlook is not totally gloomy. 
For many teams the emphasis is still .on 
attack, and exciting young stars are also 
emerging, particularly with Ajax. Feyenoord

PEKING, Oci. I (AP) - A Chinese 

govemmenL commentary Friday criticized 
Britain's "gunboat policy*' and invasion' of 
China in the 19tb century and said Jt is 
Fekingfs “sacred mission" to recover 
sovereignty over Hong Kong. 

The commentary by the official Xinhua 
news agency criticized statements made in 
Hong Kong British Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher who said the three treaties on 
Hong Kong are valid and must be honored. 

“These statements are absolutely unacce^ 
table to the Chinese people." it said, adding 
that the Hong Kong treaties were products of 
British “gunboat policy.'* 

“ Hong Kong is part of China's territory.'* it 
said. The “unequal treaties'* were forced 
upon the Qing dynast by the British during 
tte Opium War and never have been accep- 


Cyanide found 
in U.S. drug 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS. Illinois 
Oct. 1 (AP) — Cyanide has been found in 
a second batch of extra-strength tylenoL 
officials said Friday, and investigators 
looking into five deaths linked to the cap- 
sules have discovered they were “pried 
open" before being sold. 

The Cook county medical examinees 
office said it was treating the deaths as 
possible homicides and was trying to 
determine at w'hat point the poison could 
have been put into the capsules. 

Across the country, thousands of drugs- 
tores and drug distributors moved swiftly 
to take off the market a suspect batch of 
extra-strength tylenol — lot number 
MC2880 — that was distributed in 34 
states. 

In addition, the manufocturer Friday 
said it was taking aU extra-strengtii tylenol 
off the market in the Chicago area because 
one of the victims died from a capsule 
firom a batch maricet 1910 MD. 

Lawrence G. Foster, vice presideni for 
public relations for Jobnsoii and Johnson, 
the parent company nf the manufacturer, 
said the capsule that victim look was pro- 
duced in its Round Rock, Texas, plant. 
The MC2880 batch was produced in 
Pennsylvania, be said. 

Since contaminated pain killer came 
from different parts of the country, be 
said, someone must have put the cyanide 
in the capsules while they were in the 
Chicago area. He said there is no need to 
recall the 1910 MD batch from stores 
elsewhere in the United States. 


Two hanged 
in Zimbabwe 


HARARE, Zimbabwe, Oct. 1 (AP) — 
Two army deserters convicted of muider, 
rape and robbery' were hanged Thursday — 
the first executions allowed by Prime Minis- 
ter Robert Mugabe* s government since inde- 
pendence April 18, 1980, the Justice Minis- 
try confirm^ Friday. 

Samuel Mahahe and Stephen Nare among 
some 2,000 deserters blamed for a wave of 
lawlessness in the former British colony, were 
executed at Harare Central Prison, Justice 
Secretary Wilson Sanduiu said. 

Petitions lodged with President Canaan 
Banana for clemency were tuned down, be 
said. All previous petitions from prisoners on 
death tow were granted on orders of Prime 
Minister Robert Mugabe. 

The prime minister, alarmed at mounting 
banditry, last month promised a harsh crack- 
down on criminals. ' 


Peking to launch 
carrier rocket 


PEKING, Oct. 1 (AP) — Communist 
^ina will launch a carrier rocket in the high 
seas between Oct. 7 and Oct. 26, the official 
Xinhua news a^ncy announced Friday. It 
said the rocket will be aimed in an area with a 
radius of 35 nautical miles, centered at 28 
degrees 13 minutes north latitude and 123 
degrees 53 minutes east longitude. 

The location is in the East China Sea, 
south-southwest of Shanghai. For the safety 
of passing vessels and aircraft the Chinese 
government requests the governments of 
other countries to keep vessels and aircraft 
out of the area between 0900 hours and 1700 
hours lo^ time each day, Xinhua said. 

In May 1980 China successfully launched 
its first intercontinental ballistic missile into 
the central Pacific Ocean. 


Japanese cannibal said 
mentally unbalanced 


PARIS, Oct. 1 (AFP) — Japanese student 
Issei Sagawa, 33. who murdered Dutch 
student Renee Hartevclt. 25. in Paris last 
June and then ate parts of her body, was 
mentaUy unbalanced at the time, a team of 
French p^chiatrists said Friday. 

The decision means that under French law 
Sagawa cannot be tried for the crime but will 
instead be committed to a psychiatric hospital 
for patients sufiering from dangerous mental 
disorders.

It objemed to Mrs. Thatciief $ statement 
that Britain has a moral responsibility 
duty to the people ol Hong Kong. The Hong 
Kong issue, h said, involves the sovereignty 
and national inteicsts of one billion Chinese, 
including the reridents of Hong Kong. 

Only the government of the ifeople's 
Republic of China, it said, is in a position to 
make a statement on reqionribility and duty 
to residents in Hong Kong. *' China's stand on 
Hong Kong is solemn andjost," the commen- 
tary said. 

Last week Premier Zhao Ziyang told Mis. 
Thatcher that there axe problems left over 
from history that most be solved through con- 
sultations..

Marcos’ effigy burned 


MANILA, Oct. 1 (AFP) — A crowd of 
5,000 Friday pelted and then burned the 
effigies of President Ferdinand Marcos and 
Uncle Sam in the biggest public demons- 
tration since martial law was lifted in the 
Philippines in January last year. 

The crowd hooted in glee and derision as 
the effigies went up in smoke during a four- 
hour r^y at Bonifacio Plaza exactly a day 
after President Marcos returned from his 
two-week visit to the United States. 

Ex-Senator Salvador Laurel, president of 
the United Democratic Organization 
(Unido), led a battery of speakers condem- 
ning what be described as a “seDout of the 
I^ppine^ birtfarigfaf' in exeba^ for the 
United States “ maintaining the dictator Mar- 
cos in power.” 

Laurel claimed that U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan ina“bebind the scenes deaT* agreed 
to maintain President Marcos in power in 
exchange for continued operation of 
American bases in this country and more 
concessions to multinational companies 
operating here. 


The rally was staged by the Alliance of 
Citizens Toward Inde pendence, C^ness and 
Nationalism (ACTION), a multisectoral 
group that includes student, church, labor 
organizations and the Unido, u umbrella 
group of 11 of^xTsition politick parties.

Ralty 
organizers said the subversive materials were 
actual 20,(K)0 pamphlets scheduled for dis- 
tribution in Friday's rally. 


SWAPO chief attacks U.S. 


LONDON, Oct. 1 (AP) - Sam Nujoma, 
leader of the independence movement in 
Southwest Africa, or Namibia, charged Fri- 
day that U.S. ' President Ronald Pagan's 
administration is “holding Namibia to ran- 
som" over the issue of Cuban troops in 
neighboring Angola. 

Nujoma, president of tbe'Soutbwest Africa 
Peoples^ Organization (SWAPO), told a 
news conference the presence of tiie Cuban 
troops is a separate question and that 
SWAPO rejects attempts to link their depar- 
ture with Namibian independence. Angola is 
the main supponer of SWAPO’s efforts to 
gain independence from South Africa. 

South Africa is insisting on withdrawal of 
the Cuban troops, estimated at 15,000- 
20,000, parallel with implementing a United 
Nations Namibian independence plan. The 
United States, while denying a formal link- 
age, also hopes to achieve departure of the 
Cubans. 


Nujoma said it is "unfair and unjustT for 
the United States to support South Africa’s 
demand. 

Nujoma also said negotiations on Namibia, 
being conducted by a Western contact group 
including the United States, France, Britain, 
West Germany and cianaria^ are "deadloc- 
ked" and that"no progress whatsoever" has 
been made recently. 

He said the main problem in the U.N. plan 
is what electoral ^tem will be used to name 
a Namibian constituent assembly — either 
through proportional representation or 
single member districts. . 

Nujoma said South Africa has refused to 
indicate its preference. He said SWAPO 
would go along with either system, but that 
proportional representation would be 
“appropriate.” Nujoma has been touring 
European cajKtaU to promote SWAPO's 
views. 


America accused of planning N-war 


MOSCOW, Oct. 1 (AP)’A Soviet ne?^per 
claimed Friday the United States has drawn 
up plans to wage “limited" or“even protrac- 
ted" nuclear war against the Soviet Union. . 

“The planners do not conceal their inten- 
tion to make the first strike,*’ Red Star, the 
Defense Ministry newspaper, asserted in a 
biting commentary on Soviet-American 
relations. 

Such plans are fraught with disastrous 
consequences for eveiyone, the newspaper 
said, warning that the “hopes of the 
American strategists for“victoz/' in nukear 
war are absurd." 

Red Star said Washingtoif s policies were 
becoming increasingly “ more aggressive. 


adventuroos and dangerous,” as shown by its 
poU^ of trying to attain militaiy superiority 
over tfae_Soviet Union. 

“The mam task is to prevent a disaster and 
stop the madmen,” the newspaper said, 
adding that Moscow would not beg for peace. 

“Tte Soviet Union’s pledge not to be the 
first to use nuclear weapons does not mean 
that the USSR will not perfect its defenses," 
it said. 

In a separate commentary distributed to 
Western correqxmdents in Moscow, the 
Soviet press agency Novosti accused tbe 
United States of using obstructionist tactics at 
Soriet- American talks in Geneva on limiting 
European-based nuclear weapons. 


Pilot of ill-fated Soviet plane held 


LUXEMBOURG, Oct. 1 (AP) — The 
pilot of a Soviet airliner that crashed at Lux- 
embargo Airport as been arrested on charges 
of feQiog to give evidence about the aeddent 
in which six persons died, police said Friday. 

The pilot, who escaped serious injury, was 
detained at the cent^ police station late 
Thursday night, after he refused to give 
information to crash investigators, police 
said. 

The co-pilot, who also fiiiled to give iofor- 
mation, was put under guard at a hospital, 
police said, ^lice said the pilot would be 
detained pending further judicial pro- 
ceedings or until he answered questions 
asked by hivestigatois.

Tbe approval came at tbe end of afour-ds^ 
workshop (m East Africa's sea resources 
sponsored by the United Nations environ- 
ment program and attended by experts from 
Tanzania, Soinalia, Madagascar, Mauritius, 
the Comoros and the SeyebeOes. 

Kenya and Mozaml^ue sent 'written 
approval of the action plan, which is expected 
to be formaDy adopted by tbe eight nations 
sometime next year. This Tn dfap Ocean 
aicbipeiago offered to hoA the adoption 
meeting. 

The plan is simflar to seven other regional 
seas programs set np with the help of UNEP 
since 1975, starting with the Mediterranean. 
Zt calls for ocean research, tbe training of 
mazine scientists for the region, formulation 
of a list of pollution sources and establish- 
ment of "regional activi^ center^’ for 
spedSc studies. 

The plan also provides for cooperation 
among the eight countries in preparing for 
pollntion emergencies, setting guidelines for 
the control df domestic, agricultural and 
industrial waste and the management of wild- 
life and natural habitats. 


14 aliens charged 
in U.S. grant fraud 


CHICAGO, OcL 1 (AP) — Fourteen 
illegal aliens have been indicted on charges of 
cheating the government of $67,0W in 
education grants'after an investigation that 
inay eventually net about 100 persons, the 
attorney generaTs office says. 

Attorney General Tyrone C. Fahner said 
Thursday that $370,000 m fraudulent grants 
may be ! involved in the investigation at 
Chicago ooHeges and technical sdxiols. A 
spokesman for his office said that as the 
inquiry expands to schools outside Chicago, 
hundreds more eases totaling millions of dol^ 
lars could be found. . 

Six of the 14 illegal aliens anested 
Tbuisdi^, charged with pezjuiy and theft and 
held on $50,000 bond each. The zemaming 
eight, were expected to be arrested Friday, 
Fahner^ s office said. A conviction could mean 
up to five years in jail and $10,000 in fines. 

The foreign students used false iden- 
■tificatiohs, social securiQr cards and birth 
certificates to obtain state and federal, grants 
ranging from $1,5()0 to $8,800, Fahner said 
Thursday. 

The students daimed .to be either legal 
rerident alie&s or U.S. citizens, and most 
come from Liberia, Jordan, Nigeria and 
Syria, authorities said. Their identities are 
not immediately availabie.

Soli^ziqf, the only independent union in 
the Soviet bloc as wefl as the autonomous and 
branch unions that replaced state-run unions 
fiiat coDapsed in 1980 would be included in 
such a bin. 

Action on file new law. mgrected during the 
first half (fi October win te just one year after 
the union held its firft national congress, and 
formally elected Solidarity chief Lech Walesa 
to its rhaiTTfwmgliip-

Warsaw Pact 
ends exercises 


VIENNA, OcL I (R) — Massive Warsaw 
Pact maneuvers in Bulgaria, o>de named 
"Shield 82”, ended Thursday with a para- 
chute drop and sea landing of Soviet and 
Bulgarian forces, the- official BTA news 
agency reported. The maneuvers, involving 
60,000 troopskhe first major exercises to be 
held in Bulgaria, began ^ree days late on 
Tuesday. 

Thursday’s ^hting included a combined 
attack from sea and air, backed by supersonic 
fighters and fighter bombers, to desfroy "the 
nudear. assault means of the enemy," BTA 
said. Submarines, mmesweepeis, helicopters 
and landing craft, including hovercraft, aD 
aided the from the Black Sea. Patrol 
ships poured "hundreds of kilograms of 
incandefoent metal ... on every square meter 
of tbe coast,” BTA said. 

'Troops fr^ all Warsaw Pact countries 
participated except from Romania which sent 
only st^ officers. Romania, which hassaid it 
win never be involved in an attack on another 
eountiy, refuses to send hs troops to Warsaw 
Pact maneuvers or to allow such exercises on 
. its own territory. Tbe maneuvers were led by 
Bu^riait Gen. Dobri Dzhurov and observed 
by. Soviet Marshal Viktor Kulikov, supreme 
conunander of tbe Warsaw Pact forces. 


BANGKOK, OcL 1 (AFP) Karen 
insurgents, who Rangoon radio said were 
responsible for two grenade attacks in the 
Burmese capital Wednesday have fooght ths 
central Burmese government for over 30 
years. 

The radio had said that one . of tbe 
sbootouts took place in tbe residentiid dom- 
pomid ^ a Frei^ dipfoouL It added ihai tiic 
guerrilla attack, the first of its kind in Jten- 
goon for years, was led by a former death row 
inmate convicted for plotting the assas- 
sination of government leaders. 

With seven other rebel groups — there in 
in all 10 or 12 who defy the BuAnere 
government’s authority — the Karen formed 
a-National Democratic FronL NDF. After a 
Burmese government offensive at tbe end of 
1968, Karen leader. Bo Mya. who chums 
10,000 men behind him, tried to strengthen 
the front. 

In 1976 be announced fhe start of joint 
operations which had hitherto hopos- 
sible because of communication difficulties 
between tbe rebel groups. The Karen, 4t) 
percent Chiistian, lay eteim to a 1,000- 
kilometer long stretch of territory and 
assert that one-third of iL with three milliofi 
inhabitants, is under their control. 

Tbe NDF claims control over re^ns with 
some 1 5 nuTUoii of Burma's 35 miQion peo|^ 
and puts its coibbined forces at some 50,000 
men. But obsezyers say the tribal rebels pose 
less of a threat to the Burmese government 
than the better armed and equipped army of 
some 10,000 to 12,000 nren of the -Chines^ 
sup^rted Burmese Communist Party. 

Like other ethnic groups with whom they 
are allied, the Karen live off taxes levied on 
merchandise and contraband which cross 
through territories under their control from 
Bangkok to Rangoon. 

. The Karen, <&tant descendants of the 
Mongols, want their own repuUic within a 
iMse federatioD of Burma with a spedfic 
right to secession if they s o desire. 
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
